Mariscus congestus (Vahl) C.B. Clarke, a native of South Africa and 
Australia, has recently been found naturalized in large, quickly expanding as¬ 
sociations on reclaimed lands named Yumenoshima in Tokyo Bay. Assumingly 
this sedge had already arrived at Tokyo Bay area some time ago together with 
imported timbers and ship cargo, but it has not been correctly identified till 
today. In this meantime this new adventive has been well established in 
Yumenoshima Reclaimed Islands, and is steadily extending along the sea coast. 
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
